Response to Arguments 

1 . The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112 1st and 2nd paragraph have been overcome by the 
amendment filed 7/17/2008.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest art is the 
structure with RN 855341-78-5 (cited in previous office action), which would render compounds 
of the elected group obvious if it was entered into STN prior to the filing date of the application, 
which is 12/10/2004. However, the compound was entered into STN 15 July 2005.
